Cuban assistance baa been jyrovided primarily to Black 
n'iilitants and to radical atudciit grouos. 


Aid to Black Militants 

A.i<2 to Black militant groups lias inciuded; 

a. Providing asylum to militants, the moat important 
o£ wliom is Eldridge Cleaver, ■k'iiazstei* of 
lisformatioa for the Black PaE.-tb.er Party;

b. Providing sustenance to sucli militants 
during their lengthy stays in Cuba; and 

c. Providing alias dccumeritation to selected militan-ts 
to facilitate their travel abroad. 

The Cuban Smbassy in Paris lias be„.. used as a base for 
contacting Black roiUto,nts in Piuropc, both directly and iadirectly, 
but tt;.G purpose of •ihc.sQ ccnta-cts is not knows. The Prensa 
BaH-ua representative in Paris said in January 1963 that Cuban-, 
supported propaganda outlets would be used to spread Black 
Pc%vcr idoao to Black U. S. mil.itary and civilian pcrscnual 
in Europe; the extent of the actual effort since tlicn is not known. ' 

There is one unsubstantiated ropori: that in June I 96 S the 
Cube.n intelligence service dispatched an agent to tlie Uxiited States 
v/ith instructions to encourage A.m.srican Blacks to defect to Cuba, 

Althoegli thora was C\xbau refugee reporting in 1967 on 
alleged training in Cuba Of American Blucko for r.u.bvorsive 
-operations in the Unit-ed States, &03s reports have net been sub- 
stantiated. S,lno3 1567 at least 15 to 20 Black jnilit.anis are known 
to have traveiiod to Cn:ba, hat clctaibs of their’ aotivitea there 
are net Icnov.-h. V.T.e,u Stoksly Carmichael visited Gi-tba in 1967 his 
"interpi'etor" was a Cuban intelligonce service officer who v'as 
subsequently assigned to -the Cuban Mission to tho United Nations 
in New Yoi-k, 

One American Black rnilitarJ; vis.itad Cuba at Cuban emsenoe 
in January 1969 to receive an "I-iaroic Guorrllia" av/ard for v/inning 
a Radio Havana contest. , . 
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The Afro-Asinn Latin Araoricr.a l-'ccplc's Soiliax-ity 
Organization (AA LAPSO), hcadquarterec'l inKavoaa and 
supported by Cuba, mails propagario-?. to the United States 
seeking to c;-:ploit the racial situation. AA..Ij.fti- SO showed a 
particularly Xaat x^eaction capability after the assassination 
of Dr. Martin Luther King. 

Aid to Radical Students 


Cuba has encouraged travel by radical student groups 
and individuals to Cuba for propaganda and orientn,tioa 
purposes. Good coverage of such travel cnists. At least 110 
identified A.mericaa members of Students for a Democratic 
Society or its affiliates arc known t/y'h?.vo visited Cuba, at 
least 55 of them at the expense of the Cuban Government. The 
bulk of this travel v/as in ISoS, Many U. S. youths and students 
have applied for visas to visit Cuba this summer, but the Cubans 
are reportedly denying some of these requests. 


Dcsoi-ter Support 

The Cuban Embassy in Tokyo provided asyliim. in April 1967 
to a U. S. Army deserter. It permitted him to rsinain tlxsre until 
March 1962 v.hca he travelled clandestinely to tho USSR with the 
help of the pyo-CommuxuEt Japan Peace for Vietnam Comnrittee 
(Bcheiren). 

A.icl to Puerto Rican Inde p endence Movement 

Tv/o Puerto Ricans were reported to have received 
guerrilla tra-ining in Cuba during 1967 and 1968. This report 
has not been independently substantiated. 

USSR 

There is no evidence of direct Soviet support to militant 
Black, radical student, or anti- Vietnam war groxips in tb.is 
country. , 

In Japan, the Soviet Embassy actively assisted a number 
of U. S. armed forces deserters to reach safehaven in Sweden 
via the USSR during 1967-63. InEuroiJC, several Communist 
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party front and radical icftist "vonpr; v/it-’i Corcr/raaiaf; 

party incmbcra have aided /nnc-ricaa Ooacriera and da'-iti resistors, 
partlcula-riy in l^rancc, the Methcrir.nda, and Sv/cdciv. 

A p.Q\v conaponenl of tlia Cliicf, Intcliigoncc Directorate of 
the Soviet General Staff {GIVJ) vaa fcrniec: in 1'>6S to cvsi'oee the 
collection, of iixformation cn inaurgcid: and dissident ^'ronpa woi'ld- 
■widc, Altiiough thio ropi'escnta a ai-aiiiiicant tip^radin." of GRU 
interest in ci;ch activity, tlrore is no evidence of any such Gi-lU 
efforts targeted at tna XJ. S. This GRU component ia believed to 
concentrate instead cn the less developed areoH of tho vorid. 
Informaticn available on tho operations of the Soviet ComriailleD 
for State Security {IfGIl}, aitho’agh.nct corapXcto, shov/a no involve- 
ment v/ith U. G, revcluiioaa.i-y pi'oiest movements. 


The Goveriirncnt of Guinea, vhocc in'';bUi 2 e.n.ce service io . 
in liaiscn viitli the Scvicta ai.d 'v/hlch io friendly tiia Soviets, is 
providing safeliaven. for Stokely Carmichaci, farmci* Chairman of 
the Student Mon-Viclont Ccorciiiatia" Comnaittoe. Kevaevor, 
although C3.rmichaei still has contact vaifn. r.:,dical American. Shades 
at iG'lernational coiiferencea and dur.ia" Iito dtlxcr trevcia, his 
primary concern nov,- r.'.ppears to be in fonmas a united Black African 
moveraerit. 

Amci-icea Blacks v.-ers reportedly bei.ug given traiair.g in 
la.to 19iS iis. a cpoci.ei camp in Algeria, the Govarmnent of which is 
very friendly with the USSR. This ix-port has not been substantiated, 
and reccJii information inclicc-.tos that the A.lgeriaxi Covorimaciit is 
reluctant to become involved with American Black militarita .

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E::ploitatioi'<i of inteVnatior4al Communioi: froat conferences 
is discuoacd in Attachnoent A of this report. American represen- 
tatives o£ radical groups participate regularly in such conferences, 
Vi/liich seek both to mobilize world opinion and to encourage 
revolutionary protest movements. There is no evidence that these 
conferences have been used as covers for direct foreign Communist 
control of domestic movements. 


PROPAGANDA 

The Communist pov/ers use press and radio propa.ganda 
to encourage ra-dical protest movements. Foreign Broadcast 
Information Service coverage of the propaganda output of 
■Moscow, Peking, Hanoi, and K.av^.r4a, which affects such move- 
ments in the U, S. , is analyzed in detail in Attachrr;ent 3 to 
this report. Appended, to Attachment 3 are selected transcripts 
of propaganda, separately grouped for each of the four countries. 
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Soviet propaganda in the future will probably be guided 
primarily by the 17 June 19&9 declaration of the conference 
of Communiat parties. The declaration aota forth the U.S. 
as the maih enemy, and views favorably the opposition ox 
radical. U.S. youth and students to the Vietnam war, the 
draft, racism, and "monopoly conti’ol of universitxso. " It 
expresses sti-ong support for "the struggle of the Negro 
population of the U. S. for their rights. " It urges Communist 
parties to devote considerable attention to v/ork among students. 
The CPUS/, has enthusiastically endorsed this line. Until 
the fall of 19oS when the Soviets tried to fornxulatc a more 
positive approach to the youth movenjtnt, Soviet propaganda 
sought to explain all U.S, protest and unrest in classical 
Connmuni it terms, and avoided giving publicity to extrcmi.'jt 
groups. The Soviets v/ere noticeably concerned over the 
threat of contagion from undisciplined 'V'/'estai’n youth movements 
and over ths disruptive impact of such groups on orthodox 
Communist parties. 

Havana media publicises statements and articles by 
menrbers of the Black Panthers, the Students for a Democratic 
Society, and such prominent individuals xis David Dellinger 
and Mark Rudd. However, there has been a marked abatement 
of such propaganda, in the past six inonth>3 as a re.sult of media 
preoccupation v/ith domestic issues. Cuba.n broadcasts generally 
avoid detailed accounts of U.S. student activities, but stress 
that the rebellion of American youths is symptomatic of the 
sickness of U, S. life and institutions. The emphatjis in youth- 
targeted prQtxaganda is on Vietnam and Cho Guevara- type 
revolutionary feats. 
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
